There was a seasonal decline in the value of the building permits issued 
by 58 cities during January as compared with the preceding month, but the total 
was considerably higher than in January, 1936: the co-operating municipalities 
reported permits for buildings estimated to cost $1,684,502, compared with 
$3,282,166 in December, 1936, and $1,302,758 in January of last year. There 
was, therefore, a reduction of 48.7 p.c. in the first comparison, but an increase 
of 29.3 p.c» in the second and more significant comparison. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statements, showing that they had 
granted some 110 permits for dwellings valued at over $605,000, and more than 
500 permits for other buildings estimated to cost approximately $850,000. In 
December, authority was granted for the erection of some 165 dwellings and 
700 other buildings, estimated to cost approximately $1,200,000 and $1,700,000, 
respectively. 


New Brunswick only, reported an incrsase in the value of the building 
authorized in January over December, 1936. there being a gain of $22,200 or 206.0 
pec. in this comparison, Of the declineswlsewhsre recorded, the most marked 
were those of $530,658 or 59.1 pec. in Quebec, and $860,151 or 49.4 p.c. in 
Ontario. 


As compared with Jamuary, 1936, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, 
Ontario, Saskatchewan and Alberta showed increases, that of $423,021 in Ontario 
being largest. In Manitoba and British Columbia, on the other hand, the value 
of projected building as represented by the building permits taken out showed 
reductions, that of $205,166 or 46.9 p.c. in the latter being considerable, 


In Winnipeg and Vancouver there were decreases in the value of the 
building permits granted as compared with the preceding month, and also as 
compared with the same month of last year; in Montreal and Toronto there was 
a decline in the former, but an increase in the latter comparison. The 
following cities reported increases as compared with December and also as 
compared with January of last year, Sydney, Fredericton, Quebec, Westmount, 
Brantford, Guelph, Kitchener, London, Niagara Falls, Stratford, York and 
Bast York Townships, Welland, Windsor, Regina, Calgary and Victoria.

The 1937 figure was higher by 29.3 p-c. than in January, 1936, and was 
also higher than in 1935, 1934 and 1933, but with these exceptions was lower 
than in any other year since 1920. The wholesale costs of building materials 
in recent months have been rather higher than in the same period of the last 
few years, although they continue lower than in any of the years, 1930-1920. 


The table on page 2 gives the value of the building permits issued by 
58 cities in January, 1937. and December and January, 1936. The statistics for

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics tabulated returns from 58 cities which 
granted permits for construction work valued at $6,098,036 during April, as 
compared with $6,654,516 in the preceding month, and $3,237,366 in the same month 
of last year. There was, therefore, a decline of $556,480 or 8.4 P-Co as com 
pared with March, but in the more Significant comparison with April, 1936, there 
was an increase of $2,860,670, or 88.4 p.c. 


The estimated value of the construction authorized in the first four 
months of the present year was $16,568,165; this was considerably higher than the 
aggregate of $8,829,837 reported in the period January-April, 1936, being also 
higher than in these months of any other year since 1931. The cumulative total 
for the first four months in each of the last six years has been very much lower 
than in any earlier year of the record; the wholesale prices of building materials, 
though showing an upward movement in recent months, continue below the average 
for the seventeen years, 1920 to 1936. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for April, 1937, showing that 
they had issued more than 500 permits for dwellings valued at approximately 
$1,800,000, and for over 2,700 other buildings, estimated to cost almost $3,400,000. 
There was also reported one engineering projec’s,, valued at $357,000. In March, 
authority was given’for the erection of about 370 dwellings and 1,600 other build- 
ings, valued at approximately $1,210,000 and $5,400,000, respectively. 


BUILDING PERMITS FOR APRIL, 1937, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR MABCH, 1937, 


Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta recorded increases in the value of the building represent-~ 
ed by the permits issued during April as compared with the preceding month, the 
greatest gain of $764,079 or 119.4 p.c. taking place in Quebec. In Ontario and 
British Columbia there were in this comparison declines of $1,192,677 or 30.5 pec. 
and $828,410, or 44.3 p.c., respectively. 


As compared with April, 1936, there were increases in Nova Scotia, Quebec, 
Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and British Columbia, that of $1,386,619 or 104.3 
p-c. in Ontario and $970,045 or 218.4 p.c. in Quebec being most noteworthy. In 
this comparison, Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick and Alberta showed declines, 
of which that of $389,069 or 59.6 p.c. in Alberta was greatest.

and 2,600 other buildings, estimated to cost approximately $2,100,000 anda 
$3,350,000, respectively. 


As compared with June, 1937, there was an increase of $286,097 or 
169.3 pwc. in Nova Scotia, and of $27,984 or 37.5 p.c. in Saskatchewan. The 
remaining provinces recorded declines, of which those of $385,688 or 29.6 p.c. 
in Quebec, and $318,433 or 33.5 p.c. in British Columbia were most pronounced. 


Increases over July, 1936, were reported in Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and British Columbia. The largest 
actual gain was that of $519,092 or 23.1 pec. in Ontario, but that of 
$340,397 or 196.8 pec. in Nova Scotia was proportionately greater. In Quebeeé 
and Alberta there were declines of U7 ed pec. and 13.9 p.c., respectively. 


Of the larger cities ~ Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver ~

The value of the building permits issued by 58 cities during August, 
1937, was less than in the prededing month, but greater than in August of 
last year; these municipalities authorized building estimated to cost 
$4,216,310 duving the month under review, as compared with $5,473,852 in 
July, 1937, and $3,677,455 in August, 1936, There was, therefore, a decrease 
of 23.0 p.c. in the first comparison, but an increase of 14.8 p.c. in the 
second and mcve significant comparison. 


The vaime of the building represeated by the permits taken out in the 
first eight months of the present year was $37,671,484: this was higher than 
the aggregate of $27,026,141 reported in the period, January~sugust, 1936, and 
was also decidedly higher than in the first eight months of any other year 
Since 1931. However, the cumulative total for this period in each of these 
years had been very much. lower than in sarlier years of the record, being 
also less than the seveitcen-year average of $82.646,241.

The value of the building authorized in 5& cities during September stood 
at $5,078,882; this was 41 increase of $862,572 or 20.5 p.c. over the total of 
$4,216,310 reported in August, 1937, and of $1,421,611 or 38.9 p.c. as compared 
with September of last year, when the permits granted represented building 
valued at $3,657,271. 


The value cf the building authorized in the first nine months of the 
present year was $42,750,366; this greatly exceeded the aggregate of $30, 683, 412 
recorded in the period January — September, 1936, and was decidedly higher than 
in the first nine months in any other year since 1931. The cumulative total 
for the same period in each of the last six years has been very much lower than 
in any other year for which data are available: while wholesale prices of building 
materials have recently aivanced, the index for the first nine months of 1937 was 
below the average for the years since 1919. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for September, showing that 
they had issued about 350 permits for dwellings estimated to cost approximately 
$1,270,000 and more than 1,800 permits for other buildings valued at about 
$2,560,000. In addition, one city authorized engineering projects valued at 
$58,915. During August, pernits were granted for the erection of about 440 
dwellings and 2,300 other buildings, estimated to cost approximately $1,280,000 
and $2,600,000, respectively. 


Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba and Alberta reported 
increases in the estimated valve of the building authorized as compared with 
August, 1937, that of $413,280 or 53.4 p.c. in Quebec being largest. Moderate

The building permits issued by 58 cities in December, 1937, represented 
construction work valued at $3,543,073. as compared with $4,956,139 in November 
1937, and $3,282,165 in December, 1936. There was, therefore, a decrease of 
$1,413,066 or 28.5 p.c- “n December as compared with the preceding month, but an 
increase of $260,907 or 7.9 p.c. in the more significant comparison with the same 
month in 1936. 


The value of the building permits taken out during 1937 was $55,634,610; 
this was 34.6 p.c. higher than the aggregate of $41,325,693 reported in 1936, and 
was also decidedly higher than in any other year since 1931. The cumulative 
total iin each of the last six years has been very much lower than in earlier 
years of the record; while the wholesale prices of building materials have 
recently advanced, the preliminary index for 1937 was below the average for the 
years since 1919. 


A review of building permits granted in 1937, based on revised figures, 
will be issued each month. 


Detailed statements for December were received from some 50 cities, showing 
that they had issued some 75 permits for dwellings valued at almost $650,000 and 
900 permits for other buildings at an estimated cost of more than $2,560,000. There 
was also one permit taken out for engineering work at a cost of ¢22,000. During 
November, the construction of some 300 dwellings and 1,800 other building was 
authorized; these were estimated to cost approximately $1,158,000 and $3,495,000, 
respectively. 


As compared with the preceding month, Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick 
and Alberta reported small increases in the value cf the building authorized. Of 
the declines indicated in the remaining provinces, those of $734,487 or 28.1 pec. 
in Ontario and $393,353 or 56.9 poco in British Columbia were most pronounced. 


Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba and Alberta re.icded increases as compared with December, 1936, in the 
vale of the building represented by the permits granted. In this comparison, 
Quebec and Ontario reported the greatest gains of $112,564 or 12.5 pec-, and 
$141,573 or 8.1 pec., respectively. 


Of the four largest cities, Montreal registered an increase as compared 
with either November, 1937, or December. 1936, while Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver 
reported declines as compared with the preceding month, but increases over the same 
month in 1936. Of the other centres, Charlottetown, ¥redericton, Westmount, 
Brantford, Fort William, Kingston, London, Oshawa, Ottawa, Sault Ste. Marie, Brandon, 
Regina, Calgary, Edmonton and Kamisops recorded advances as compared with November, 


1937, and also as compared with December, 1936.

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The value of the building authorized by 58 cities in January, 1938, 
showed a seasonal decline as compared with the preceding month, but the total was 
somewhat higher than in January, 1937; the co-operating municipalities issued 
permits for building work estimated to cost $1,846,101, compared with $3,556,977 
in December, 1937, and $1,721,267 in January of last year. There was, therefore, 
@ reduction of 48.1 p.c. in the first comparison, but an increase of 7.2 p.c. in 
the second and more significant comparison. 


Some 50 centres furnished detailed Statements, showing that they had 
granted about 175 permits for dwellings valued at over $530,000, and almost 700 
permits for other buildings estimated to cost approximately $1,171,000. In 
December, the erection of some 75 dwellings and 900 other buildings was authorized, 
at an estimated expenditure of $650,000 and $2,560,000, respectively. 


Prince Edward Island and British Columbia reported increases in the value 
of the building represented by theryermits taken out in January as compared with 
December, 1937, there being a gain of $2.000 in the former and of $237,889, or 
76.3 p.c. in the latter province. Of the declines elsewhere recorded, the most 
marked were those of $692,257, or 63.5 p.c- in Quebec, and $1,053,968 or 56.0 p.c. 
in Ontario. 


As compared with January, 1947, Manitoba and British Columbia showed 
increases of $20,710, or 78.7 p.c-, and $304,387, or 119.7 p.c., respectively. 
In the other provinces, the value of the building work authorized was lower, 
the reduction of $43,065 or 68.0 p.c. in Nova Scotia being proportionately 
greatest. 


In Montreal, there was a decrease in the value of the building undertaken 
as compared with the preceding month, and also as compared with the same month 
of last year; in Toronto and Winnipeg there were declines in the former, but 
increases in the latter comparison, while Vancouver showed gains in both comparisons. 
The following cities reported increases over December and also as compared with 
January of last year:—- New Glasgow, Moncton, Quebec, Westmount, Chatham, 
Hamilton, Owen Sound, Peterborough, Port Arthur, St. Thomas, Windsor, St. Boniface, 
Saskatoon, Lethbridge, New Westminster, Prince Rupert and North Vancouver.

$530,000 ana $1,171,000, respectively. 


Nova Scotia, .uebec, Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta and British Columbia 
reported increases in the value of the building represented by the permits 
issued as compared with January, 1938; the greatest gain, of $259,970 or 
31.4 P-C.e, took place in Ontario, Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick and 
Saskatchewan showed small declines in this comparison. 


As compared with February, 1937, Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta and 
British Columbia recorded increases, that of $394,625 or 156.2 pec. in 
British Columbia being most noteworthy. fhe largest decrease in this 
comparison was that of $141,363 or 25.8 p.c. in Quebec, 


Of the four largest cities, Winnipeg and Vancouver reported increases 
in the value of the building authorized as compared with either January, 1938, 
or February, 1937, while Montreal and Toronto each showed a gain over the 
preceding month, but a loss as compared with the same month of last year. 


Of the other centres, Sydney, Quebec, Shawinigan Falls, Sherbrooke, 
Belleville, Chatham, Hamilton, Ottawa, Owen Sound, Woodstock, Edmonton, 
Lethbridge, Kamloops, Nanaimo, New Westminster, North Vancouver and Victoria 
reported improvement over January, 1938, and also ag compared with February,

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BUILDING PERMITS REPORT FOR DECEMBER, 1938, WITH COMPARTIVS STATEMENTS FOR 
NOVEMBER, 1938, AND DECEMBER, 1937, AND SOTALS FOR THE YEARS, 1920-1938. _ 


The building permits issued by ie cities in December, 1938, 
represented construction work valued at $3,471,555, as compared with $4,687,296 

in November, 1938, and $3,556,977 in December, 1937. There was therefore a decline 
of $1,215,741 or 25.9 p.c. in December as compared with the preceding month, while 
there was also a slight decrease of $85,422 or 2.4 p.c. in comparison with the 
same month in 1937. 


The value of the building permits taken out during 1938 was $60,855, 610; 
this exceeded by $5,010,611 the aggregate of $55,844,999 reported in 1937, and wae 
also decidedly higher than in any other year since 1931. The cumulative total 
in each of the last seven years has, however, been decidedly below that for any 
earlier year of the record; the wholesale prices of building materials have recent~ 
ly been lower than in the same period of 1937, although they continue higher than 
in any of the years, 1931-1936. 


A review of building permits granted in 1938, based on revised figures, 
will be issued next month. 


Detailed statements for December were received from some 50 cities, 
showing that they had issued some 230 permits for dwellings valued at more than 
$1,000,000, and 1,000 permits for other buildings at an estimated cost of more 
than $2,200,000. ‘There were also three pemits taken out for engineering work 
at a cost of $35,419. During November, the construction of some 400 dwellings 
and 1,800 other buildings was authorized; these were estimated to cost approx 
imately $1,170,000 and $3,000,000, respectively. 


Each of the provinces reported a decrease in the value of the duild— 
ing authorized as compared with the preceding month; that of $283,760 or 1586 'D.ts 
in Nova Scotia was most pronounced. 


The value of the building represented by the pemits taken out in 
Quebec and Manitoba was higher in December, 1938, than in the same month of 1937, 
those provinces showing increases of $147,151 or 14.6 p.c. and $82,940 or 159.5 p.e., 
respectively, in that comparison. The declines elsewhere recorded were com+ 
paratively small, that of $153,719 or 8.2 p.c. in Ontario being the largest. 


Of the four largest cities, Montreal and Winnipeg indicated decreases 
as compared with November, 1938, but increases over December, 1937, while 
Toronto and Vancouver reported declims in both comparisons. Of the other 
centres, Three Rivers, Brantford, Chatham, Kingston, Niagara Falls, Peterborough, 
St. Thomas, Riverside, St. Boniface, Lethbridge and Victoria recorded gain 
as compared with November, 1938, and also as compared with December, 1937.

The unrevisad statistics for 1938 indicate that last year's aggregate was 
the largest in seven years, heing nine p.c. higher than in 1937, the previous 
maximum since 1931.

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BUILDING PERMITS REPORTS FOR JANUARY, 1939, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS 
HOR DECEMBER, 1938, AND JANUARY, 1938. 


The value of the building authorized by 58 cities in January, 1939, showed 
a seasonal decline as compared with the preceding month, and the total was 
also lower than in January, 1938: the co-operating municipalities issued 
permits for building work estimated to cost $1,706,630, compared with $3,482,915 
in December, 1938, and $1,859,181 in January of last year. There was therefore 
&@ reduction of 51 p.c. in the former comparison, end of 8.2 p.ce in the latter 
comparison. 


Some 50 centres furnished detailed statements for January, showing that they 
had granted about 160 perm: ts for dwellings, whoss anticipated cost was over 
$600,000, and more than 909 permits for other Buildings estimated at approximately 
$1,000,000. In December, the erection of sone 240 dwellings and 1,000 other 
buildings was authorized, at an estimated expenditure of $1,000,000 and 
$2,200,000, respectively, 


Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia 
reported increases in the value of the building represented by the permits taken 
out in January as compared with December, 1938. The largest gain of $295,276 
or 107.6 p.c. took place in British Columbia. Of the declines elsewhere record~ 
ed, the most marked were those of $924,643 or 719-9 pec» in Quebec, and $1,095, 675 
or 63.0 p.c. in Ontario. 


As compared with January, 1938, Nova Scotia, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia showed increases, of which those of $75,408 in Nova Scotia, 
and $47,695 in Alberta were most pronounced. In the other provinces, the value 
of the building authorized was lower, the reduction of $189,926 or 22.8 Pee In 
Ontario being greatest. 


In Montreal, Toronto and Winnipeg there were decreases in the value of the 
building undertaken as compared with the preceding month, and also as compared 
with the same month of last year, while Vancouver showed gains in both comparisons. 
The following cities also reported increases over December and as compared with 
January of last year:— Halifax, Saint John, Galt, Guelph, Oshawa, Ottawa, Owen 
Sound, Stratford, St. Catharines, Regina, Calgary, Edmonton, Lethbridge, Nanaimo, 
New Westminster and North Vancouver.

The value of the building represented by the permits issued by 58 cities 
stood at $1,894,161 in February, 1939: this was an increase of $187,531 or 11,1 
p.ce ever the total of $1,706,630 for the preceding month, but a decrease of 
$470,241 or 19.9 p.c. in comparison with February of last year, when the 
authorized building in these cities was estimated to cost $2,364,402. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had 
granted more than 200 permits foi dwellings valued at over $700,000, and more 
than 800 permits for other buildings, estimated to cost in excess of $850,000. 
In January, authority was given for the erection of some 160 dwellings and 900 
other buildings, whose value was estimated at approximately $600,000 and 
$1,000,000, respectively. 


New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba and British Columbia reported 
increases in the value of the building represented by the permits issued as 
compared with January, 1939; the greatest gain, of $182,140, or 78.2 pec., took 
Place in Quebec. In Nova Scotia, Saskatchewan and Alberta there were declines 
in this comparison, that of $47,928 or 48.1 p.c. in Nova Scotia being largest; 
Prince Hdward Island reported no building authorizations during February. 
| | 1938, 

-As compared with February,,New Brunswick, Quebec and Saskatchewan record= 
ed moderate increases. The remaining provinces showed a falling-off in the value 
of the building authorized; the most noteworthy decrease in this comparison was 
that of $398,652 or 36.5 p.c- in Ontario. 


Of the four largest cities, Toronto and Vancouver reported increases in 
February in the estimated cost of the building work for which permits were 
taken out as compared with either January, 1939, or February, 1938, while in 
Montreal and Winnipeg there were gains over the preceding month, but losses as 
compared with the same month of last year. 


Of the other centres, Sydney, Moncton, Quebec, Shawinigan Falls, Sherbrooke, 
Three Rivers, Brantford, Cha’ iam, Fort William, Niagara Falls, Stratford, 
5t. Thomas, Welland, Riverside, Moose Jaw and Calgary reported improvement over 
January, 1939, and also as compared with February, 1938.

BUILDING PERMITS FOR MARCH, 1939, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR

According to returns tabulated by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the 
value of the building permits issued by 58 cities during March was $3,351,19U. 
This was an increase of $1,457,033 or 76.9 p.c. over the February total of 
$1,894,161, but a decrease of $210,323 or 5.9 pec. as compared with the aggregate 
of $3,561,517 reported for March, 1938. 


The building represented by the construction permits taken out in the first 
three months of the present year was valued at $6,951,985; this was lower than the 
total of $7,885,100 reported in the first querter of 1938, and was also lower than 
the 1937 aggregate of $10,527,992. The cumlative total for this period in each 
of the years since 1931 has been substantially below the average of $17,593,858 
indicated in the months, January-March in the years, 1920-1938. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for March, 1939, showing that 
they had granted about 300 permits for dwellings valued at more than $1,000,000 and 
more than 1,400 permits for other buildings estimated to cost approximately 
-$2,100,000. During February, authority was given for the erection of about 200 
dwellings and over 800 other buildings, estimated to cost approximately $700,000 
and $850,000, respectively. 


Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia reported increases in the value of the building authorized during March, 
1939, as compared with the preceding month. The greatest gain was that of 
$788,521 or 113.8 p.c-. in Ontario. New Brunswick showed a decline of $14,310 in 
this comparison. 


As compared with March, 1938, Ontario and the three Prairie Provinces re- 
corded increases, of which the most pronounced gain was that of $115,045 or 8.4 p.c. 
in Ontario. The remaining provinces showed a falling-off in the value of the 
building authorized; the reduction of $150,107 or 16.2 p.c. in Quebec was greatest. 


Of the larger cities, Toronto and Winnipeg reported increases as compared 
with the preceding month and with March, 1938; in Montreal there was a gain over 
February, 1939, but a loss as compared with the same month of last year, while the 
building authorizations in Vancouver showed a decrease in each comparison. Of the 
other centres, Shawinigan Falls, Westmount, Belleville, Fort William, Kitchener, 
London, Port Arthur, Sault Ste. Marie, York and East York Townships, St. Boniface, 
Regina, Calgary, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, New Westminster, Prince Rupert and 
Victoria reported higher totals than in either February, 1939, or March, 1938,

BUILDING PERMITS FOR APRIL, 1939, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS TOR MARCH, 1935, 
AND APRIL, 1938, AND CUMULATIVE FIGURES FOR FIRST FOUR MONTHS, 1920-1939. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics tabulated returns from 58 cities which 
granted permits for construction work valued at $5,936,806 during April, as com- 
pared with $3,351,194 in the preceding month, and $4,890,677 in the same month of 
last year. There was, therefore, an increase of $2,585,612 or 5&.3 psc. as compared 
with March, and of $1,046,1¢9 or 21.4 p.c. over April of last year. 


The estimated value of the construction authorized in the first four months 
of the present year was $12,888,791; this was slightly higher than the aggregate of 
$12,775,777 reported in the period, January-April, 1938, although it was lower than 
in 1937. The cumulative total for the first four months in edch of the years since 
1931 has been decidedly smaller than the average in the period since 1919. The 
Wholesale prices of building materials have recently been rather lower than in the 
same months of 1938 or 1937, but were higher than in other years since 1930. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for April, 1939, showing 
that they had issued more than 500 permits for dwellings valued at approximately 
$1,800,000 and for over 2,300 other buildings, estimated to cost almost $3,600,000. 
There were also two engineering projects valued at $7,000. In March, authority was 
given for the erection of about 300 dwellings and 1,400 other buildings, valued at 
approximately $1,000,000 and $2,100,000, respectively. 


All provinces except Prince Edward Island reported increases in the value 
of the building represented by the permits issued during April as compared with the 
preceding month, the greatest advance of $1,229,309 or 158.8 p.c. taking place in 
Quebec. The return for Prince Edward Island shows that no permits were taken out 
during the month under review. 

As compared with April, 19438, there were increases in New Brunswick, 
Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba and British Columbia. In this comparison also, the 
largest gain was in Quebec, where the permits were higher in value by $1,159,173 
or 137.3 p-c. Declines from April, 1938, were recorded in the remaining provinces, 
that of $535,659 or 53-1 p.c. in Alberta being most pronounced. 


Of the four largest cities, Montreal, Winnipeg and Vancouver showed 
increases in the building authorized during April as compared with the preceding 
month, and also over April, 1948. In Toronto, the estimated value was lower than 
in March, 1939, but was slightly higher than in April of last year. Of the other 
centres, Sydney, Moncton, Quebec, Sherbrooke, Brantford, Chatham, Fort William, 
Galt, Guelph, Hamilton, Kingston, Kitchener, London, Oshawa, Port Arthur, St. 
Catharines, Sault Ste. Marie, Welland, St. Boniface, Calgary, Lethbridge, Kamleops 
and North Vancouver reported increases in the value of the construction work

The estimated cost of the building represented by the construction permits 
taken out in 58 cities during May, 1939, was higher by 7.6 p.c. than in April, 1939, 
but was lower by 3.2 p.c. than in May, 1938; with this exception, however, the total 
Was higher than in any other May since that of 1931. According to statements 
tabulated by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the authorizations amounted to 
$6,390,779, as compared with $5,936,806 in the preceding month, and $6,599,318 in 
May of last year. 


The value of the building authorized in the first five months of the present 
year was $19,279,570; this was slightly lower than the aggregate of $19,375,095 
reported in the period, January - May, 1938, and was also lower than in the same 
months of 1937. The wholesale prices of building materials also have recently been 
lower than in the corresponding period of 1937 or 1938. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for May, 1939, showing that they 
had issued some 750 permits for dwellings valued at approximately $2,800,000, and 
for more than 3,000 other buildings, estimated to cost over $3,000,000. In April, 
authority was given for the erection of about 500 dwellings an2 2,300 other buildings, 
valued at approximately $1,800,000 and $3,600,000, respectively. 


Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Ontario, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan recorded increases in the value of the building represented by the 
permits issued during May as compared with the preceding month. Ontario showed the 
greatest gain, of $485,505, or 24.1 p.c. On the other hand, the totals in Quebec, 
Alberta and British Columbia were lower than in April; the largest decline in this 
comparison was that of $140,148, or 15.6 p.c.. in the last-named. 


As compared with May, 1938, Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brinswick, 
Quebec, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta registered increases, of which that of 
$762,011, or 61.7 p.c.,in Quebec was most noteworthy. The greatest decline, of 
$1,041,497, or 57.8 pec., was in British Columbia. 


Of the four largest cities, Montreal showed improvement as compared with last 
month, and also over the same month of last year. In Toronto, the total value of the 
building represented by the permits for construction granted in May was greater than 
in April, 1939, but smaller than in May, 1938, while in Winnipeg the reverse Was the 
case, the aggregate for the month under review being slightly smaller than in the 
preceding month, but considerably larger than in May of last year. The authorizations 
reported in Vancouver were lower than in either April, 1939, or May, 1938» 


Of the other centres, Charlottetown, New Glasgow, Sydney, Fredericton, Saint 
John, Shawinigan Falls, Sherbrooke, Three Rivers, Westmount, Belleville, Guelph, 
Niagara Falls, Oshawa, Ottawa, Peterborough, Sarnia, Woodstock, Brandon, Moose Jaw, 
Regina, Saskatoon and Medicine Hat showed increases in the value of the building 
authorized as compared with either the preceding month, or the same month of 1938.

The value of the building represented by the permits for con- 
struction taken out in 58 cities during Jume was greater than in the 
same month in any other year since 1931. Amounting to $7,581,492, the 
authorizations showed an increase of $1,190,713, or 18.6 p.c. over the 
May, 1939, figure of $6,390,779, and exceeded by $1,004,018 or 15.3 p.c., 
the aggregate for June, 1938, when the permits issued were for con- 
struction work estimated to cost $6,577,474. 


The value of the building authorized in these centres in the first 
six months of the present year was estimated at $26,861,062, or $1,008,492 
more than in the same period of 1938; the 1939 total was also higher 
than in the first half of any other year since 1931, with the exception 
of 1937. The aggregate for the months, January-June of each of these 
Mears, however, was considerably less than in preceding years of the 
record. The wholesale prices of building materials have been lower in 
mie first half of 1939 than in the same period of 1958 or 1957; while 
the average index was higher than in January-June in any of the preceding 
six years, it was below the average for the years since 1920. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for June, 1959, show- 
ing that they had issued nearly 800 permits for dwellings valued at 
approximately ¢2,200,000 and some 3900 permits for other buildings, 
estimated to cost almost $4,700,000. In May, authority was given for 
the erection of about 750 dwellings and 3,000 other buildings, valued 
at approximately $2,800,000 and $3,000,000, respectively. 


All provinces except Prince Edward Island recorded increases in the 
value of the building permits issued during June as compared with the 
preceding month, the largest gain, of $451,299, or 129.5, taking place 
in Manitoba. 


As compared with June, 1938, New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta reported increases, of which that of $1,135,734, 
or 113.7 p.c. in Quebec was largest. In Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, Manitoba and British Columbia, there were reductions in this 
comparison, the greatest, of $181,621, or 14.5 p.c., being in British 
Columbia. 


Of the four largest cities, Montreal and winnipeg recorded in- 
creases in the value of the building represented by the permits taken 
out in June as compared with the preceding month, and with the same 
month of last year. Vancouver showed a gain in the first, but a decrease 
in the second comparison, while in Toronto, the June total was smaller 
than in either May, 1939, or June, 1938. Among the other centres, tie 
following showed improvement in each of these comparisons: Sydney, Saint 
John, Quebec, Three Rivers, Brantford, Hamilton, St. Thomas, Sault Ste. 
Marie, York and East York Townships, Welland, Riverside, woodstock, 
Saskatoon, Calgary, Lethbridge, Kamloops, New Westminster and Victoria.

The value of the building represented by the permits taken out in 58 cities 
during July stood at $6,535,813, a seasonal decline of $1,296,429, or 16.6 pec. as 
compared with the revised total of $7,832,242 for June, 1939. However, there was an 
increase of $420,970, or 6.9 p.c. in the more significant comparison with the July, 
1938, aggregate of $6,114,843. 


| The building authorized in the first seven months of the present year was 
estimated to cost $33,647,625; this was 4.9 p.c. higher than the aggregate of 
$32,067,412 reported in the period Jamary ~ July, 1938, and was also higher than in 

the first seven months of any other year since 1931. The cumulative total for the 
January-July period in each of the last eight years has been very much lower than in 
earlier years of the record, being also considerably less than the nineteen-year 
average of $67,390,114. The wholesale prices of building materials have recently 
been lower than in the same months of either 1937 or 1938; while they have been rather 
higher than in January-July of the six years immediately preceding, they continue 

below the average for this period in the years since 1919. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for July, 1939, showing that 
they had issued more than 700 permits for dwellings valued at over $2,250,000, and 
about 2,400 permits for other buildings estimated at some $3,395,000. In June, 

authority was given for the erection of about 800 dwellings and 3,000 other buildings, 
estimated to cost approximately $2,200,000 and $4,700,000, respectively.

The value of the building permits issued by 58 cities during August, 1939, 
was slightly less than in the preceding month, but was rather greater than in 
August of last year; during the month under review, these municipalities authorized 
building estimated to cost $6,159,468, as compared with $6,535,813 in July, 1939, 
and $5,829,954 in August, 1938. There was, therefore, a decrease of 5.8 pec. in 
the first comparison, but an increase of 5.7 p.c. in the second and more Ssignifi- 
cant comparison. The August, 1939, figure was the highest for that month in any 
year since 1931. 


The value of the building represented by the permits taken out in the 
first eight months of the present year was $29,807,093; this total showed a gain 
over that of $37,897,396 reported in the period, January-August, 1938, while the 
cumulative total in the present year was also higher than in the first eight months 
of any other year since 1931. However, the estimated cost of the construction work 
undertaken in each of these years has been very much lower than in earlier years of 
the record, being also below the nineteen-year average of $77,933,300 for the 
period, January-August. The wholesale prices of building materials have recently 
been lower than in the same months of either 1937 or 1938; while they have been 
rather higher than in Jamary-August’ in any of the six years immediately preceding, 
they continue below the average in the years since 1919. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics showing that they had issved 
over 700 permits for dwellings estimated to cost about $2,250,000, and more than 
2,200 permits for other buildings valued at approximately $3,275,000. During July, 
authority was granted for the erection of some 700 dwellings and 2,400 other 
buildings, estimated at about $2,250,000 and $3,395,000, respectively. 


As compared with July, 1939, Ontario, Manitoba and Alberta reported gains, 
that of $318,183 or 113.8 p.c., in Alberta being most pronounced. Of the reductions 
elsewhere indicated, those of $531,245, or 26.9 p.c., in Quebec, and $211,520, or 
71.6 ple., in Saskatchewan were most pronounced. 


Prince Hdward Island, Quebec, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta reported 
higher aggregates of building authorizations than in August of last year; the 
greatest increase was in Alberta, where there was a gain of $324,304 or 118.6 p.c. 
The remaining provinces showed losses in this comparison; that of $144,319 in 
Ontario was the largest actual decrease while the decline of $45,929 or 50.5 p.c., 
in New Brunswick was proportionately the greatest. 


Of the four largest cities, Toronto and Winnipeg showed an increase as 
compared with July, 1939, and also over August, 1938, while Montreal and Vancouver 
reported reductions in both comparisons. Of the other centres, New Glasgow, 
Fredericton, Quebec, Shawinigan Falls, Sherbrooke, Three Rivers, Belleville, Fort

William, Kingston, Kitchener, Peterborough, Sarnia, York Townships, Welland, Edmonton, 


‘Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, Prince Rupert and North Vancouver recorded gains in both 


comparisons.

BUILDING PERMITS FOR SEPTEMBER, 1939, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR AUGUST, 1939, 
AND SEPTEMBER, 1938, AND CUMULATIVE FIGURES FOR FIRST NINE MONTHS, 1920-1939, 


The value of the building authorized in 58 cities during September was 
estimated at $4,104,401; this was a decrease of $2,055,067 or 33.4 p.c. from the 
total of $6,159,468 reported in August, 1959, anc. of $1,181,596 or 22.4 p.¢., in 
comparison with September of last year, when the permits granted represented building 
estimated to cost $5,285,997. 


The value of the building authorized in the first nine months of the present 
year was $43,911,494; this slightly exceeded the aggregate of $43,183,393 recorded in 
the period January-September, 1938, and that of $42,960,983 in 1937, while it was 
decidedly higher than in the first nine months in any other year since 1931. However, 
the cumulative total for the same period in eacl of these years has been very much 
lower than in earlier years for which data are available. The wholesale orices of 
building materials have recently been lower then in the same months of either 1937 
or 1958, although they continue higher then in any of the years, 1951-1936. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics tor September, showing that 
they had issued more than 450 permits for dwellings estimated to cost approximately 
$1,500,000, and about 2,100 permits for other buildings valued at about $2,290,000. 
During August, permits were granted for the erection of about 700 dwellings and 
2,ce00 other buildings, estimated to cost approximately $2,250,000 and $3,275,000, 
respectively. 


All provinces reported decreases in the value of the building authorized 
as compared with August, 1939, those of $532,833, or 40.5 p.c., in Quebec and $609,574, 
or 22.6 p.c., in Ontario being the largest actual losses, while the greatest pro- 
portionate decline was that of $300,720, or 50.3 ».c., in Alberta. 


Improvement as compared with September, 1958, was reported in Prince Edward 
Isiend, New Emmsvickand Ontario, the gain of $558,107, or 36.5 p.c., in Ontario 
being considerable. Of the reductions elsewhere recorded in this comparison, that 
of $1,036,682, or 54.7 pc., in Quebec was most pronounced. 


Of the larger cities, Montreal, Winnipeg and Vancouver showed lower totals 
of authorized building than in either August, 1959, or September, 1958, while in 
Toronto, there was a decline in the first comparison, but an increase over September 
of last year. Of the other contres, Chatham, London, Oshawa, Ottawa, Kamloops and 
Prince Rupert recorded increases as compared with either August, 1959, or September, 
1938.

The estimated cost of the building authorized by 58 cities during 
October was $5,612,269; this was an increase of $1,497,818, or 36.4 p.c., as 
compared with the September total of $4,114,451, but a decrease of $3,936,418, 
or 41.2 p.c,,from the exceptionally high figure of $9,548,687 recorded in 
October, 1938. Although the estimated xalue of the building work represented 
by the permits issued during the month under review was lower then in the same 
month of last year, it was higher than in any other October since that of 1931. 


The value of the construction authorized in the first ten months of the 
present year was $49,539,913; this was lower than the aggregate of $52,732,080 
reported in the period, January-October, 1938, but with this exception was the 
highest recorded in the first ten months of any year since 1931. The cumulative 
total in each of these years has been substantially lower than in preceding 
years of the record; the wholesale prices of building materials have recently 
been lower than in the same period of either 1937 or 1938, although they con- 
tinue higher than in any of the years, 1951-1936. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that during 
October they hed issued about 580 permits for dwellings estimated to cost 
approximately $1,900,000, and some 2,200 permits for other buildings valued at 
more than $3,600,000. During September, authority was granted for the erection 
of about 450 dwellings and 2,100 other buildings, the estimated cost being 
approximately $1,500,000 and $2,290,000, respectively. 


All provinces except Alberta recorded increases in the value of the 
building authorized as compared with September, 1939, the gains of $1,003,106, 
or 48.1 p.c., in Ontario and $205,509, or 200.8 p.c., in Nova Scotia being 
greatest. Alberta showed a decrease of $73,242, or 24.7 p.c., in this com- 
parison. 


As compared with October, 1938, there was improvement in Prince Edward 
Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Manitoba and British Columbia. Nova Scotia 
showed the most pronounced increase of $230,403, or 297.5 p.c., while the 
largest declines in this comparison were those of $1,886,357, or 66.8 p.c., in 
Quebec ,and $1,462,574, or 32.1 p.c., in Ontario. 


Montreal reported an incioese in the value of euthorized building as 
compared with the preceding month, lut 4 decrease as compared with the same 
month of last year. In Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver there was improvement 
from September, 1939, and also as compared with October, 1938. 


Of the other centres, Charlottetowm, Halifax, Fredericton, Moncton, 
Saint John, Fort William, Galt, Guelph, Hemilton, Kingston, Kitchener, London, 
Niagara Falls, Owen Sound, Saul+ Ste. Marie, Welland, Brandon, Calgary, Leth- 
bridge and Victoria reported inv.cases over September, 1939, and also as com- 
pared with October, 1938.

As elready stated, the aggregate for the months, January to October in 1989, 
though lower by 6.1 p.c. than in 1938, was higher than in the same period in any of 
the six years immediately preceding; however, the total for each year since 1951 has 
been substantially below the average figure of $97,252,229 reported during the first 
ten months in the nineteen yeeors, 1920-1958. The average index number of wholesale 
prices of building materials, though rather lower than in 1937 or 1938, was higher 
than in preceding years since 1930.

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BUILDING PERMITS FOR NOVEMBER, 1939, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR OCTOBER, 1939, 
AND NOVEMBER, 1958, AND CUMULATIVE FIGURES FOR FIRST ELEVEN MONTHS, 1920-1939. 


The aggregate value of the construction represented by the building permits 
issued by 58 cities during November was $4,148,889. This was a decrease of $1,463,380, 
or 26.1 p.c., as compared with the October figure of $5,612,269, while the totel was 
lower by $553,448, or 11.8 p.c., than in November, 1938, when the estimated value of 
the building authorized by these cities was $4,702,337. The latest figure was also 
below that for November, 1937, but with these exceptions was the largest for that 
month in the years since 1931. 


The value of the building permits taken out in the first eleven months of 
the present year was $53,688,802; this was lower then the aggregate of #57 434,417 
reported in the period, January-November, 1958, but substantially exceeded the total 
for the same months in any other year since 1931. However, the eleven months! 
aggregate in each of these years has been very much lower than in preceding years 
of the record; the wholesale prices of building materiels have recently been lower 
than in the same period of either 1938 or 1937, although they continue higher than 
in any of the years, 1931-1936. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for November 1, 1939, showing 
that they had issued more than 500 permits for dwellings estimated to cost approx- 
imately $1,850,000, and about 1,900 permits for other builcings estimated at over 
$2,200,000. There were also two engineering projects, valued at #23,000. During 
October, permits were issued for the erection of about 580 dwellings and 2,200 other 
buildings, estimated to cost approximately $1,900,000 and $3,600,000, respectively. 


Quebec and Saskatchewan reported increases over October in the valve of the 
building authorized; the former gain emounted to $340,847, or 36.4 p.c., while that 
in Saskatchewan was very slight. Reductions in this comparison were indicated in 
the remaining provinces, that of $1,118,059, or 36.2 p.c., in Ontario being most 
pronounced. 


As compared with November, 1938, New Brunswick and Alberta showed increases, 
Mesh iGo, oF 02.5 p.c.,,. and GOL tie, OF 124.0 DCs. respectively. Of the declines 
elsewhere reported, those of $306,329, or 81.7 p.c., in Nova Scotia, and #244,106, or 
16.1 p.c., in Quebec were largest. 


Of the four most populous centres, Montreal and Toronto recorded increases 
in the value of the building authorized in November as compared with the preceding 
month, but in each case the total was lower than in November of last year. In 
Winnipeg and Vancouver, the aggregate value was lower than in either October, 1939, or 
November of last year. Of the other centres, Moncton, Saint John, Sherbrooke, Three 
Rivers, Chatham, Kitchener, Owen Sound, St. Catherines, ot. Thomas, York & Est York 
Townships, Riverside, Moose Jaw, Lethbridge and Victoria reported higher building 
authorizations than in either the preceding month, or the same month of 1938.

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BUILDING PERMITS FOR DECEMBER, 1939, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR

The building vermits issued by 58 cities in December, 1939, represented con- 
struction work valued at $6,035,212, as compared with $4,148,889 in November, 1939, 
and $3,482,915 in December, 1938. ‘There was therefore an increase of $1,686,323, or 
45.5 p.c. in December as compared with the preceding month, and of $2,552,297, or 
75.5 p.c. in comparison with the same month in 1938. The total for December, 1939, 
was the highest for that month in the years since 1931. 


The value of the building represented by the construction permits takéa out 
during 1939 was $59,724,014; this was slightly lower then the aggregate of $60,817,332 
reported in 1938, but with this exception was the largest aggregate since that for 1931. 
The cumulative total in each of the last eight years has, however, been decidedly 
below that for any earlier year of the record; the wholesale prices of building 
materials have recently been lower than in the same period of 1937 ndume same as in 1938 
although they continue higher than in any of the years, 1931-1936. 


A review of building permits granted in 1939, based on revised figures,will be 
issued next month. 


Detailed statements for December were received from some 50 cities, showing that 
they had issued about 225 permits for dwellings valued at more than $1,100,000, and 
1,200 permits for other buildings at an estimated cost of more than $3,900,000. There 
were also seven permits taken out for engineering work at a cost of $519,279. During 
November, the construction of some 500 dwellings and 1,900 other buildings was 
authorized; these were estimated to cost approximately $1,850,000 and $2,200,000, 
respectively. 


As compared with the preceding month, Prince Edward Island, Ontario, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and British Columbia reported increases in the value of the building 
authorized. The gains of $2,113,513, or 107.2 p.c. in Ontario, and $354,151, or 
100.8 p.c. in B.C. were most pronounced. There were declines in the other provinces, 
that in Quebec being the greatest; this amounted to $524,949, or 41.1 p.c. 


The value of the building represented by the permits taken out in Prince Edward 
Island, New Brunswick, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia 
was higher in December, 1959, than in the same month of 1938, the most pronounced 
increase of $2,345,989, or 134.9 p.c., being in Ontario. Decreases were recorded in 
the remaining provinces, that of $405,848, or 35.1 p.c., in Quebec being greatest. 


Of the four largést cities, Toronto reported important increases in the value 
of the building authorized as compared with November, 1939, and December, 1938; in 
Vancouver, there was a reduction in the former, but a: gain in the latter comparison, 
while Montreal end Winnipeg reported declines as compared with either November, 1939, 
or December, 1938. Of the other centres, Charlottetowm, Shawinigan Falls, Guelph, 
Hamilton, London, Oshawa, Port Arthur, St. Catharines, Sarnia, Wellend, Windsor, 
Brandon, St. Boniface, Saskatoon, Edmonton, New Westminster and Prince Rupert report— 
ed increases in both comparisons.
